CULTURE  AND  CARE  OF  YOUR  DAHLIAS 


Preparation  of  your  soil .  Work  your  soil 
until  it  is  very  loose,  deep  and  without 
lumps.  Dahlias  like  good  drainage  and  a 
rather  loose  soil.  Fertilize  after  the  plants 
are  well  up.  We  have  used  Vigoro  with 
most  excellent  results,  fertilizing  when  the 
plant  is  about  a  foot  high  and  again  just 
before  blooming  time.  Plant  about  6  or  7 
inches  deep  with  the  tuber  on  its  side  with 
the  eye  or  sprout  up.  We  believe  it  is  better 
to  allow  not  more  than  two  shoots  to  grow. 
Pinch  out  any  more  that  might  develop. 

When  to  dig  and  how  to  store.  When 
the  frost  has  killed  the  tops  dig  the  tubers 
carefully.  Cut  off  the  stalks  within  3  or  4 
inches  of  the  tubers  and  store  upside  down 
in  a  cool  place  where  there  is  no  danger 
of  frost. 


When  to  cut  blooms.  We  find  the  best 
time  to  cut  for  decorative  purposes  is  late 
at  night  or  early  in  the  morning.  Place  the 
stems  in  about  3  inches  of  nearly  boiling 
water  for  a  few  minutes  and  then  place  in 
containers  of  deep  cold  water. 

To  grow  exhibition  blooms  is  quite  sim¬ 
ple.  The  buds  usually  appear  in  clusters 
of  two  or  three  on  the  stem.  Take  out  all 
these  buds  except  the  best  looking  one 
(usually  the  one  at  the  very  tip  is  the 
best)  and  continue  on  down  the  stem,  tak¬ 
ing  out  all  the  buds  down  to  the  parent 
stalk.  This  will  make  your  stems  longer 
and  give  the  one  flower  left  all  the  vitality 
of  the  stem.  When  the  buds  are  about  the 
size  of  a  pea  we  find  the  best  time  to  start 
disbudding.
